SOUTH CAROLINA COMMISSIONERS, 

To the Knoxville Convention, n*. ihe subject oft 

(he proposed Rail road from Charleston to Cin-j 

rinnati and Louisville. 

The Commissioners appointed by the 
Legis ature of South Carolina, to make 
an examination and survey of the coun- 
try between the Ohio river and the City! 
of Cbarles’on, “for the purpose i f as-[ 
certaining t he best practicable route for 
a Rail-Road” — have the honor to submit 
to tho Convention now assembled at 
Knoxville, such information as they have 
been able to obtain. Aware that this| 
conven'ion would bo composed of Dele-j 
gates from all those portions of country' 
most deeply iete-e.tod in the proposed: 
road, and that it would embrace such a; 
combination of talent, character and in- 
formation, as would enable its members, 
to exert a powerful influence over the! 
public mind, in reference to this great: 
work, the undersigned have not hesita- 
ted to regulate their proceediogs with a: 
view to submit the results to this assem- 
bly. The Commissioneis h ive, accor- 
dingly, repaired to Knoxville to meet the 
Conven ion, and have also directed their 
several Brigades of Engineers to assem- 
ble here, for the purpose of concentrating 
a l the information they may have pro- 
cured, to he laid before you 

In giving a brief history of our pro- 
ceedings. we feel that it is due to our- 
selves, a9 well as to the Engineers, who 
have been industriously employed in 
making Ihe explorations and surveys 
-—to state, that we have been greatly em- 
barrassed in our operations, by the short- 
ness of the time which has been allowed 
us, and the extraordinary inclemency of! 
(he weather. Finding it impossible, un- 1 
der these cireumstanres, todo more than 
to make an examination and survey of a 
portion of the designated route, we did 
not hesitate to direct our attention ex- 1 
dusively to that section of country which 
presented the greatest difficulties — em j 
bracing the Mountain region — extending 
from the foot of the Blue ridge east, to 
the wes ern base of the Cumberland 
mountain — believing that if this portion 
of the route should be found to be practi- 
cable. the country below these lines - 
and extending on one side to the Atlan- 
tic, and on the other to Ihe Ohio — might 
lit safely assumed to be so. 

It ail! doubtless be recollected by the 
Conventien, that, at a public meeting 
he d at Cincinnati, in August last, it was 
proposed to connect that Ci’y with 
Charleston, by a Rail-Road, and an able 
.Report was published, shewing tho prac- 
ticability of the scheme, and the great 
advantages that would result from its 
accomplishment. A printed copy of 
these proceedings having been transmit- 
ted to Charleston, the liveliest interest 
was excited among her citizens, who had 
long looked to such a connexion with the 
West, as an event greatly to be desired. 
It was peculiarly acceptable to them, 
that the proposition should have came 
from the quarter whence it now emana- 
ted, and they felt it to be their duty to 
'respond to the appeal thus made by Ohio, 
in a spirit which should leave no doubt 
of 'be disposition of South Carolina, 1 
to unite most cordially with their wes- 
tern brethren in bringing about so desi- 
rable a result. A public meeting of l lie 
citizens of Charleston was accordingly 
held, and roso aliens wero unanimously 
adopted, pledging their zealous co-oper- 
alio rin Ihe great work. In fulfilment 
of this pledge the City Council imme- 
diately appropriated $5000, out of the 
City Treasury, and put the same at the 
disposal of a committee, charged with 
“causing such explorations or surveys 



been suggested. Public attention having: 
been several times called to a route ex- 
tending from the Linnvilte Mountain in 
North Carolina through Virginia, across 
the Moccasin Gap to the Ohio, by the 
valley of the Licking of Big Sandy Ri- 
vers in Kentucky, — Mr. Holmes was 
despatched in November last by the 
Charleston Committee to examine that 
route, and from the information obtained 
by' him, as well ns from an actual sur- 
vey made by Col. Long, of the United 
Stales Topographical Engineers in 1831, 
the Engineers unanimously pronounced 
that route to be inadmissahle.

and if possahle to obtain charters from 
each of the said Slates, identical, in all 
their provisions. 

In the prosecution of the duties thus 
imposed upon them, Col. Gadsden and 
his party entered promptly and zealous- 
ly upon the explorations required, and 
embodied in a luminous report the result 
i f their examinations, the substance of 
which was communicated in due season 
to the Legislatures of the several States 
interested therein. From this report, 
which will he found to contain a mass 
of valuable information, such extracts 
are hereto annexed, as bear more imme 
diatelv on the questions now before the 
Convention. Our Agents who attended 
the Legislatures of North Carolina, Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, succeeded in ob- 
taining charters from those States; but 
as the charters in the two latter Slates, 
vary in several particulars from those 
passed by North and South Carolina, it 
has been deemed advisable to cause the 
original charier, as passed by South 
Carolina, to he printed, with the several 
amendments made there o by the other 
States, so that the Convention may be 
able to decide whether any alterations 
have been made therein, or any restric- 
tions or limitations imposed, which may 
render further amendments necessary. 

'File Legislature of South Carolina, in 
addition to the charter above mentioned, 
also passed an act to cause surveys to be 
made for a Rail Road between Cincin- 
nati and Charleston, appropriated $10,- 
000 for that purpose, and appointed ihe 
undersigned Commissioners to carry the 
same into effect. This act contemplated 
the passage of similar acts by the Legis 
laturcs of North Carolina, Tennessee 
and Kentucky, according y directed the 
South Carolina Commissioners to unite 
with those of the said States in causing 
the proper surveys to be made, fn con- 
sequence, however, of the failure of those 
Stale-, to pass such acts, the undersigned 
have been compelled toassume the whole 
duty, which was intended to have been 
performed In conjunction with the Com- 
missioners of the olher States. If Com- 
missioners had been appointed, and ap- 
propriations made by these States, sur- 
veys might have been commenced simul- 
taneously in North Carolina, South 
Caro’ina, Tennessee and Kentucky, and 
the Convention might thus have been put 
in possession of an actual survey of the 
whole route. — ’Necessarily restricted in 
our operations, we have made, however, 
the utmost possible exertions lo put the 
Convention in possession of such infor- 
mation as may enable them to act effi- 
ciently on this subject. On an applica- 
tion made to the Secretary of War , that 
officer was pleased to suffer Capt, W. G. 
Williams, of tho Topographical Engin- i 
eers, Lieuts. Drayton, While and Reed, I 
of the army, and Mr. G. F. Feather- ] 
stonebaugh, of the Civil Engineers, to 
enter into the service of the Commission- 
ers for the purpose of making under their 
dire ction, the above mentioned surveys. 
These gentlemen being organized into 
two Brigades, under the orders of Capt. 
Wiliams, have been engaged since the 
middle of April last, in surveying Ihe 
passes leading from the head waters of 
the Broad and Saluda Rivers in South 
Carolina, across the Blue Ridge, into 
the valley of the French Broad River, 
and from thence (town that valley to a 
point from whet ce a suitable route fora 
Rail Road could be marked out, across 
Ihe Cumberland Mountain into Ken'uc- 
ky. Tho Commissioners fell themselves 
restrained by the shortness of the time, 
and the small amount of the appropria- 
tion, from extending their surveys fur- 
ther than to the several passes leading 
into the valley of the Frenchbroad River, 
a restriction lo which they were the 
more reconciled from the fact that any 
route to the North or South of that val- 
ley, would trespass upon the territory of 
Virginia or Georgia, from neilher of 
which States have charters been obtain- 
ed. It cannot be doubted that there i3 
no route within the limits of the existing 
charter, by which a Rail Road can be 
carried across the Blue Ridge, that must 
not pass along the valley of the French- 
broad river; and the Commissioners are 
under a full conviction that this valley 
affords, by far, the best channel of commu- 



this consideration, had neither time nor 
means to extend their surveys beyond 
the limits of their own State, and a line 
drawn from thence across the Cumber 
land Mountain, by ihe valley of the 
Frenchbroad, and looking to the con- 
nection of Cincinnati and Louisville 
with Charleston. Inconsequence, h«-w- ' 
ever, of the stirvevs directed by Georgia 
of the Gap, through Rabun, they deemed 
it advisable to obtain all the informa- 
tion on the subject in their power. With 
this view, Col. Brisbane and Richard W. 
Colcock, Esq. have been recenlli sent 
to make a survey of that part of Pickett’s 
District, in South Carolina, adjoining 
Rabun county, in Georgia, with instruc- 
tions to pass by the Rabun Gap, down 
the valley of the Little Tennessee, to 
some point below the Smoky Mountains, 
and from 'hence to Knoxville, where it 
is expected lhat they will arrive in a few 
dn\ s. 

Tiie Report of Capt. Williams, with 
the surveys made by the two Brigades of 
Engineers under his orders, will be laid 
before the Convention, so soon as the 
same can be prepared, and will afford 
all tho additional information on this sub- 
ject, which it will be in Ihe power of the 
Commissioners to afford. 

It will be for ihe Convention to deter- 
mine, on full delibera ion, after all the 
necessary information shall h ive been 
laid before them, whether a practicable 
route for a Rail Road has been found 
from the Ohio River to the Atlantic 
Ocean, to connect Louisville and Cincin- 
nati with Charleston t whether such a 
work can be constructed at a reasona- 
ble expense? whether the advantages lo 
arise from it will justify the efforts ne- 
cessary for its execution? and, finally, 
what are the proper means to be adopted 
for combining the resources of all the 
Mates interested therein, in ons simulta- 
neous and mighty effort for its speedy 
accomplishment. In an undertaking of 
such vast magnitude, intended to consti 
tute a connecting link between six or 
eight States, it will he uterlv vain and 
idle to expect success, unless the great 
work be entered upon in a spirit corres- 
ponding with the grandeur of the 
enterprise. 

Animated bv such a spirit, this Con- 
vention may give an impulse to this work 
— certainly one of the noblest which 
has been projected in modern times — that 
may ensure its success. 

The Commissioners will most cordial- 
ly co-operate with the Convention in all 
measures, calculated to advance the 
great object which has brought us togeth- 
er, and for this purpose will be ready to 
afford such information as may be re 
quired of them.

Santa Anna is about 42 vears of age, 
and was born in the city of Vera Cruz, 
His father was a Spaniard of old Spain, 
of respectable standing, though poor; his 
mother was a Mexican. lie received a 
common education, and at the age of 13 
or 14 was taken into the military family 
of the then Intendant of Vera Cruz, 
Gen. Davilla, who took a great fancy to 
him and brought him up. lie remained 
with Gen. D. until about the year 1820. 
While with Davilla he was made a Ma- 
jor, End when installed he took the hon- 
ors very coolly, and on some of his 
frineds congratulating him, he said, “Si 
mi hiciera dios quisiera estar algo mas.” 
[If you were to make me a god, I should 
desire to he something greater.] 1 his 
trait developed at so early a period ol his 
life, indicated the existence of that vault- 
ing am H ion which has ever since char- 
actetizcd his life. 

After serving the Spanish Royal 
cause until 1821, lie left Vera Cruz, 
turned against his old master and bene- 
factor, and placed himself at the head of 
some irregular troops which he had rais- 
ed on the sea coast, near Vera Cruz, and

est party ] He always acted up to this 
motto until he raised the grito (or erv) in 
other words took up the cudgels for the 
friars and church. lie then nver'tirned 
the federal government and established 
a central despotism, of which the priests 
and the military were the two privileged 
orders. Ilis life has been from the first 
of the most romantic kind, constantly hi 
revolutions, constantly victorious, until 
I the last fatal rencountre. 

I Ilis manners ere extremely affable; 
he is full of anecdote and humor, and 
makes himself exceedingly fascinating 
and agreeable to all who come into his 
company; he is about five feet 10, rather 
spare, has a moderately high forehead, 
with black hair, short black whiskers, 
mustaches, and an ete large, black and 
expressive of a lurking devil in his look; 
he is a man of genteel and dignified de- 
portment, but of a disposition perfectly 
heartless; hut has never evinced a sav- 
ageness of character except in the mas- 
sacres in which he has been implicated 
in Texas. He married a Spanish holy 
of property, a native of Alvarado, and 
through that marriage obtained the first 
part of his estate called Manga do Clavo, 
6 leagues from Vera Cruz He has 
three fine children, yet quite young. 

The following striking anecdote of 
Santa Anna illustrates his peculiar 
quickness and management: During the 
revolution of 1829, while he was shut 
up in Oxaco, and surrounded by the gov- 
ernment troops and reduced to Ihe ut- 
most straits for the want of money and 
provisions, having a very small force, 
there had been in consequence of the 
siege and firing every day through the 
streets, no mass for several weeks. He 
had no money, and hit upon the following 
expedient to get it, he took possession of 
the wardrobe of the friars, dressed his 
officers and seme of the soldriers in it, 
and early in the morning had tho bolls 
rung for mass. People delighted at 
having again an opportunity of adoring 
the Supreme Being, flocked to the church 
where he was, and after the house was 
pretty well filled, his Friars showed their 
side arms and bayonets from beneath 
their cowls and closed tho doors upon 
the assembled multitude. At this unex- 
pected donouement there was a tremen- 
dous shrieking, when one of his officers 
ascended the pulpit and told the people 
lhat he wanted $10,000 and must have 
it. He finally succeed Hi getting about 
$3500, when he dismissed the congrega- 
tion. 

As a sample of Santa Anna’s pious 
whims, we relate the following: 

In the same campaign of Oxaco, San- 
ta Anna and his officers were there be- 
sieged by Rincon, who commanded tho 
government troops. San'a Anna was 
in a convent surrounded by a sma'I breast 
work. Some of the officers one night lo 
amuse themselves, took the wooden 
saintsoutof the church and placed them 
as ccntries, dressed in uniforms, on t he 
breastwork. Rincon alarmed at this ap- 
parent boldness, began to fire away at 
the wooden images, supposing them to be 
flesh and blood, and it was not until after 
some of the officers who were not in the 
secret had implored Santa Anna to pre- 
vent this desecration that the firing ceas- 
ed. 

Many similar acts are related of Santa 
Anna. We have not room at present to 
say more than there is no man who has 
filled the space he has, that is so little 
understood. In short, he he is all things 
to all men. — N. I’. Star.

LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

Bv the North America, Captain Dix-; 
ey, from Liverpool, we have intelligence 
to the first of June. 

The Patliament have resumed its sit-j 
tings, but Lord Melbourne had not made 1 
his appearance since the late affair with 
Mrs. Norton. 

The Duke of Gordon, Lord Lieuten- 
ant of Aberdeenshire and Governor of 
Edinburgh Castle, dtad on the 28th of 
May, in the 68th year of his age. 

On the 3lhh of May, Lord Stanley 
gave notice in the H-nise ot Commons, 
that he should bring in a project for the 
better management of ecclesiastical pro- 
perty, and for converting-tv tiles into a [ 
rent charge. 

Spain. — There had been a good deal 
of excitement at thr capital, in conse- 
quence of the dismissal of Mendizibal 
and his ministry. A dissolution of the 
Cortes is a; prehended. 

“ On the arrival at Saragossa of the 
resignation of M. Mendizal.nl and his 
colleagues, the National Guard of that 
place met, and resolved on deputing two 
of their body to Madrid, there to concert 
with the representatives of the province 
on the most proper mode of addressing a 
representation to the Regent on the ex- 
pediency of reinstating the Mintlizabal 
Ministry, of dismissing Generals Cor- 
dova, Quasada, San Roman, and others; 
and ef suppressing Ihe Council of Re- 
gency. 

It was farther resolved, lhat a corres- 
pondence should be immediately opened 
with the National Guards of Catalonia 
and Valencia, for ihe purpose of prepar- 
ing to macch on Madrid should tho Re- 



gent “persist in being led by the coun- 
cils of the Camari'-la.” 

There have been no decided military 
! movements since our last accounts. 

The following arc the members of the 
new ministry: — Isturitz, President of the 
Council and Minister of Foreign Affairs; 
General scoane, Minister of War; Agu- 
irre Solarle. now Ambassador to France, 
Minister of Finance; Galiano, Minister 
of the Marine; the Duke de Rivas, Min- 
ister of ihe Interior. 

London, May 25. — The meeting at 
the Dublin Corn Exchange on Saturday 
was far more numerously attended than 
any which has been held for the purpose 
of protesting against the new measures 
of injustice meditated against Ireland. — 
Long and eloquent speeches, were on the 
occasion delivered by Mr. Grattan, Mr. 
Sliiel, and other distinguished Reformers. 

A resolution denouncing the hill sen' 
down to to the Commons hv the Lords, 
and a petition f>r a real reform in corpo- 
rations were unanimously adop ted. Mr, 
Ilenrv Grattan, M. P.. was subsequently 
called to the chair, and the meeting ad- 
journed 

We have seen letters from Madrid to a 
late hour of the 17th. They represent 
the ferment in the capital as continually 
increasing and assuming a most alarming 
attitude. M. Isturitz has been for a con- 
siderable time close'ed with the Queen, 
and rumors were circulated amongst the 
best informed circles, and met with con- 
siderable credit, that the decree for tho 
dissolution of the Cortes had been signed. 
Accounts from the armv were looked lor 
with the greatest anxiety; the conse- 
quence of the stoppage of all supplies 
lit that quarter were contemplated with 
dismay. 

The new ministers are most unpopu- 
lar out of doors. So strong was the pub- 
lic feeling against them, that on the eve- 
ning of the Kith a pit role was required 
to escort them home in safety. I n the 
course of the night a mob attacked the 
boose of Galiano, the windows of which 
thoy totally demolished ; and they would 
as certainly have murdered the owner, 
had lie fallen into their hands. 

The credit of the new cabinet is on a 
par with its popularity. Mendizabnl had 
contracted a I an of thirty millions of 
reals with the house of Ardouin, of Paris. 
An agent was sent to pav the money to 
the rresideut of the Council in Madrid, 
on the 14th inst. On that day Mendiz- 
abel was dismissed, and a successor ap- 
pointed Isturitz, being in want of ten 
millions of reals, applied for it in the 
name of tho Government, and though the 
money was payable to Mendizabnl ns a 
minister of the crown, it yvas refused to 
his successor, the new President of the 
Council. This mortifying incident was 
noticed to the JProcuradores in the sitting 
of the 16th, without a syllable condem- 
natory of the conduct of the Bayonne 
agent. 

From the Globe. 

Letters have been received in the city 
from the Spanish capita! on the 18th 
inst. with intelligence that the Queen 
had expressed her determination to sup 
port M. Isturitz, and yvi'h this view had 
had a conference with the Premier to 
discuss the policy of a dissolution of tno 
Chamber, ivich it is said had been actu- 
ii 1 1 . decided upon. 

The French Chamber of Deputies was 
engaged in discussing ihe question of 
slavery in toe Fronch colonies. 

European Congress. — A lettor from 
Mentz slates that preparations are mak- 
ing by Prince Metternich, for a great 
European C -ngress, to be held at Johan- 
nesburg!], in August or September, in 
which all the great powers are to be rep- 
resented. The treaties of Vienna hav- 
ing been in several respects annulled by 
circumstances, by the events in France 
and Belgium, hy tho abolition of the con- 
stitution of Poland, by interventions of 
all kinds, it will bo considered whether 
fresh stipulations should not be entered 
into, in harmony with the present state of 
Europe, and which should be at once 
| acknowledged and signed bv all the pow- 
i ers. Galignani says: “YVe give very 
alight credence to the contents of this 
. letter.” 

Paris papers are to the 30:h; but they 
! are alike ceslitute of news and of inter- 
est. The Messenger in reference to the 
report respecting a new Congress, gives 
the following as the probable origin of 
the rumor: 

“It is affirmed that M. Thiers intends 
, to make a tour lo the banks ofi-thc Rhine 
after the close of the session. He may 
there meet with some great personages 
in the course of the summer. The em- 
: peror Ni- liolas will come to Eras for the 
empress, win is Going to that place for 
the benefit of the waters. The king of 
Prussia is ex: ec'ed in his Rhenish prov- 
inces Lastly, Prince Metternich is said 
to intend paving his annual visit to his 
fine estate of Joahnnneshurgh.” 

Greece — Letters from Atl ens was to 
the 12th of April. The affairs of the 
kingdom were improving. The king of 
Bavaria has returned from his visit to his 
son. king Otho. 

From the London Times, of May 18. 

Money Market and City Intelligence. 
Monday Evening. — Tho feeling in the 
city on Spanish affaits was of a mixed 
and contradictory nature. The desper- 
ate step taken hv the new ministry, in 
dissolving ihe Cories, seemed a death- 
blow to the crecit of the government in 
this place, and the prices of their secu- 
rities were declining rapidly, without ap- 
parent stop, except the total wan* of pur- 
chasers, when the express arrived with 
| the intelligence of a victory over the 
Carlists hy Cordova. This was held to 
he important beyond the more event of 
the victory, in having put an end to all 
doubts respecting the good faith of Gen. 
Cordova, and therefore it counterbalance 



ed in some degree me news from Madrid. 
Still the situation of affairs is looked upon 
with views sufficiently gloomy by all 
who have any stake in the issue, and no 
ono can imagine in what manner the 
wants of the government are to bo sup- 
plied, the treasury at Madrid being in so 
notoriously exhausted a state, in the in- 
terval between the convocation and the 
meeting of a new Cortes. 

To carrv on a negotiation for a loan, 
which had been opened by Mendizahal, 
under such circumstances, is out of the 
question. At the same time, the step ta- 
ken by the Queen in dissolving the Cor- 
tes, were she even to repent of it, cannot- 
be recalled, unless under such a sacri- 
fice of honor and dignity ns she cannot 
be expected to submit to. Though the 
victory of Cordova, therefore, has induc- 
ed a little better feeling of confidence, it 
can I e but temporary, and all reflecting 
persons are looking to the progress of 
Spanish affairs with the utmost disquie- 
tude and anxiety. 

The state of continues satisfactory. — 
It is not abundant, hut is obtainable on 
fair terms and on good security to any 
ex'ent that mav he desired. The sudden 
ral'v in the American exchanges is held 
to he a good symptom, as it now makes 
it a doubtful speculation to export gold to 
New York, and the merchants will he 
le a s disposed to engage in such opera- 
tions '.-hen they perceive the uncertain 
stale of tho market and how quickly it. 
may he turned against them. 

The C nsol market has hern quite • 
steady. The las! quotation were 91 5-8 » 
to 3-4 for money , 91 7-8 to 92 for the ac*> 
count ; Exchequer hills, 12s. to 14s. pre- 
mium . 

The extreme depression of Spanish 1 ' 
active s’oek was 38 1-2, and on the re*- 
bound it reached 40 1-4, but left off at 
39 3-4 to 40. But for some unexpected 
assistance which the market received in 
the early part of the day, from some par- 
ties whose bargains are seldom injudi- 
ciously made, there must have occurred 
a far greater decline. As it is, the mar- 
ket is far from strong. Portuguese 5 per 
cents, left off at 84.

The following letter from General Hous- 
ton wtts handed to ns by Rev. Mr. Bacon 
the hearer, who left St. Augustine on the 
2nd of July. 

Near Sabine, July 2, 1836. 
To Gen. Dunlap, 

Sir— Your favor of 3d June reached 
mo Inst night. 1 regret that so much de- 
ity will necessarily result before vou can 
reach us--we will need your aid, and 
that speedily, the enemy in large numbers 
are reported to he in Texas; their force 
is estimated at from -8000 to 12,000. It 
is impossible to ascertain it hut I think 
it somewhat exaggerated. \Ye can meet 
and beat them with one third their num- 
bers. The army with which thev first 
entered Texas is broken up and dispersed 
by desertion and other causes. If thev get 
an army of the extent proposed, it must 
be composed of new recruits, and men 
pressed into service. They will not 
possess the menchanicai efficiency of 
discipline which gives the Mexican troops 
the only character they have — they will 
be easily routed by a very inferior force; 
fora portion of that f'TCC we are com 
pel'ed to look to the United States, it can- 
not reach us too soon. — There is but c:>e 
feeling in Texas in my opinion, and that 
is to establish the independence of Texas, 
and to fe_atlached to the United Sta'es. 
— The war has assumed a most desper- 
ate aspect: priestcraft and fanaticism 
has been united against al! liberal prin- 
ciples — to establish and mantain them 
it is necessary that despotism should be 
created. — The God of battles will crush 
it, liberal principles must triumph and 
Texas must be free. — M rch as promptly 
as possible with all ihe aid you can bring, 
and I doubt not but that you will he gra 
titled with your reception and siuation.

She stated that her family was 
attacked on Sunday morning last bv 
about 300 Indians, who killed all, (thir- 
teen in number,) except herself and fa 
liter, who made his escape. When shot’, 
she feigned dead until the Indians left; 
when she got qp and saw the mangled 
botlies of her mother, brothers and sis- 
ters, lying on the ground iin-cnlpetl. 

We give the above «s vve got if, but 
cannot vouch for its authenticity. The 
gentlemen who gives us the information 
stated that he was acquainted with the 
Captain of the scouting party, from 
whom he got the information, and he be- 
lieves what is staied above is true. We 
hope not. We were shown yesterday a 
letter from the same quarter, dated the 
12th inst., which stated that an express 
had just arrived wiih infortnalian that 
two thousand Creeks had crossetl Flint 
river, and were making for Florida, des- 
troying every thing in their path, and 
murdering every one they came across; 
and that the people were very much 
alarmed. This was on the 12th of last 
month, and since that time we have heard 
no more about the Indians from that 
quarter.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN SANTA 
ANNA AND THE TEXIAN GOV- 
ERNMENT. 

Articles of agreement entered into be- 
tween his Excellency David G. Bur- 
net, President of the Republic of Tex 
ns, of the one part, and his Excellency 
General Santa Anna, President Gen- 
eral in chief of the Mexican army, of 
the other part: 

Article 1st. General Antonio Lo 
pez de Santa Anna agrees, that ho will 
not take up arms, not will he exercise his 



the rivers; any delav not necessary to 
these purposes to he considered an in- 
fraction of this agreement. 

Article 8th. By an express to be itn 
mediately despatched, this agreement 
shall he sent to General Vincente Filo- 
sola, and to General T. J. Rusk, com- 
mander of the Texian army, in order 
that they may he apprised of its siiptt'a- 
tion — and to this end they will exchange 
engagements to comply with the same. 

Atticle 9:h, That the Texian prison ■' 
ers now in the possession of the Mexican 
army or its authorities he forthwith re- 
leased and furnished with free passports 
to return to their homes, in consideration 
of which a corresponding number of 
Mexican prisoners, rank and file, now in 
possession of the Government of Texas 
shall he immediately released. The re- 
mainder of the Mexican prisoners that 
continue in possession of the Govern- 
ment of Texas to he treated with due hu- 
manity, anv extraordinary comforts that 
may he furnished them, to be at the 
charge of the Government of .Mexico. 

Article 10:h. General Antonio Lo- 
pez tie Santa Anna will he sent to Vera 
Cruz as soon as it shall he deemed prop- 
er. 

The contrac'ing parties sign this in- 
strument for the above mentioned pur- 
poses, in duplicate, at the Port of Velas- 
co, this 14'hday of Mav, 1836.

England will not act openly in this bu- 
siness, bet covertly she may encourage 
her pennlo in fitting out expeditions 
against Texas. The Sovereigns of Eu- 
rope will look upon nn extension of Am- 
erican principles with a jealous eve. — 
American volunteers for Texas will find 
little sympathy from any quarter, except 
in the bosoms of their own countrymen; 
and if we may judge from the leelings 
which pervade every genuine American 
heart, -sfny interference, on the part of 
the British, adverse to the Texians, will 
bring about consequences so serious that 
no tine can now venture tf> predict them. 

George Canning, a man of great intel- 
lect and grasp of thought, when Prime 
Mi nisler of England, foretold that man- 
kind was hastening to nn era when the 
“war of opinion” would commence. If 
we were to judge from the efforts, howev- 
er unsuccessful, made by the most en 
lightened people in Europe since his 
time, and the progress of events in this 
hemisphere, we should sav the prediction 
of that statesman has been already veri- 
fied. Most fervently do we hope that 
men like unto our Washington, Jefferson, 
and Jackson will be found “to ride in the 
whirlwind and direct the storm.” — lb.

‘•Post Office, Columbus, Ga., 
“June *29, 1839. 

Sir: fntellOenco wns received here 
j lute last nigh', brought by express, that 
on Sunday iiinrnmg, the 2 i'h inst., four- 
teen persons were murdered in Baker 
county, in this S ate, by a largo body of 
Indians who were passing through that 
county on their way to Florida. The 
place at which these murders were com- 
mitted is situated between the Flint arid 
Chat ttahoochej rivers, twenty miles 
from the former and forty from the latter 
stream, and one hundred miles south of 
Columbus. The Indians reached the 
settlement where 'lie murdered families 
resided about an hour after sunrise; and 
mi individual who escaped s'n’es that he 
saw the party; tint! some were mounted, 
and some on foot, and that he thinks 
there were three hundred in the band. 
Governor Schley has ordered a company 
of mounted men, who were nrtnod here 
to-day, to go in pursui'; and Gen. Scott, 
who is below with a large force, has also, 
we understand here, taken measure' to 
prevent the escape of these savages to 
Florida. It is reported here that this 
party, which is making its wav to F ri 
da, crossetl the Ch itiahoochee river on 
Friday nigh' last. On the morning of 
that tlay General Jesup, wi'h a body oft 
tnottn'ed men, and s ane iriendlv Indians 
succeeded in capturing a small party of 
hos’ilcs nine miles from Fort Mitchell; 
ami they s'ated, offer their arrest, that

Henry had fled on 'he approach of Gen. 
Jesup. Henry could not be found, and ii 
is very probable (hut lie immediately col- 
lected the hostile Indians who had not 
surrendered, or been taken, and started 
for the Seminole country.
